3-CENTFAREHELD 
VALID IN STATE 


RESTRAINED FROM ENFORC- 
ING 2/, CENT FARE, 


TO APPEAL TO SUPREME COURT; 


Other U. &. District Courte Have 
Ruled in Favor of State Con- 
trol of R. R. Rates. 


Detroit—The Michigan public util! 
ties commission is restrained from: 
forcing railroads to reduce their 3-cent! 
intrastate fare to 2 1-2 cents by an! 
injunction issued in federal district 
court Monday. The injunction re 
sulted from a hearing last week be- 
fore Federal Judges Arthur J. Tuttle 
of this district; John M. Killits, of 
Toledo, and Arthur C. Denison, of the 
Cintinnati court of appeals. 

The commission some time ago at- 
tempted to restore the 2 1-2 cent mile- 
age rate in effect before the 3-cent} 
rate was established by war-time fed: 
eral control, acting on the assumption 
that states could regulate fares 
charged within their borders at all 
times except when the country was at! 
war. 

The interstate commerce commis. 
sion had, however, authorized a con- 
tinuance of the 3-cent rate, and 13 
railroads August 30 obtained from 
Judge Tuttle a temporary injunction 
preventing the enforcement of the 
2 1-2-cent fare. 

At last wevk’s hearing on the con- 
tinuing of the temporary injunction, 
Mcrlin Wiley, attorney. general of 
Michigan, declared that the rate reg: 
ulating powers of congress terminated 
with the war. Attorneys for the rall- 
roads asserted that the federal goy- 
ernment had authority to regulate 
fares in the reconstruction period as 
well, in the interest of nationa] wel- 
fare. 

The opinion of the three judges 
coincided with the latter view. They 
did not question the state's author- 
ity to regulate intrastate rates during 
peace time, but held that this au- 
thority is suspended in the “twilight 
zone” between war and peace. They 
did not attempt to say how long the 
“twilight zone” will last. 

The same question hag heen de 
cided otherwise iim other United 
States courts and it will not be fully 
settled until the United States su- 
preme court passes upon it. 


TWO BANK BANDITS CAPTURED 


Were Ready to Make Get-Away With 
$10,000 in Basket. 


Crystal.—Two bank bandits, armed 
with Winchester rifles, were captured 
by ‘Sheriff Curtis and a posse of depu- 
tles late Monday afternoon at the 
door of the Bank of Crystal, after 
they had locked Cashier Roy Sinkley 
in the vault and were preparing to 
make their escape with currency and 
securities estimated at $10,000, which 
they had scooped up in a_ basket, 
Several shots were exchange but none 
took effect. In the brief. battle, three 
of the bandits escaped.

Report Says J. A. Bower May Be 
Named As Treasurer. 


New York.—The Morgan interests, 
represented by the Liberty National 
Bank, will undertake the financing of 
the Ford Motor Company, according 
to a report from Detroit. 

Joseph A. Bower, vice president of 
the Liberty National bank, was said 
to have been selected for treasurer 
of the Ford company. 

Mr. Bower refused to affirm or 
deny the finance report, saying he 
will have something to say “about 
the middle of the week.” He admitted 
there bad been some negotiations.

MOLASSES FOR DAIRY STOCK 


Especially Valuable Where Cows Are 
Not Permitted to Exercise— 
Replaces Green Feed. 

One of the helps of the livestock 
feeder which ts being used more gen- 
erally every day Is the crude, or low 
grade. molasses from a sugar mill. 
The value of the feed has been found 
to be not only in the actual nutrition 
content, as indicated by the analysis, 
but because of ffs quality—not exact- 
ly succulency, but akin to that—which 
makes [ft an appetizer. Especially is 
it valuable where the cows are not 
permitted to run on pasture or where 
they are not permitted to exeretse, 
The molasses acts both as a digester 
and tonie and takes the place of green 
feed which tends to keep the cows 
healthy and increases all their normal 
functions, such as the milk producing 
powers. Then, too, dairy caws which 
are confined in. small areas often lose 
thelr appetites, and when they do milk 
production naturally drops off. By 
adding a little molasses to the ration 
they will regain their appetites and be- 
sides ent more than they did without 
the molasses, which of course in- 

erenses their milk production.

The County Board of Supervisors 
have gone on recurd as oppusing the 
State Constabulary or State police, 
by the adoption of a resolution favur- 
ing the abolishment of said organi- 
zation. 

Yhe tax payers everywhere are al- 
ready groaning under the lead they 
have tu earry and this double cost in 
enforcement of our criminal laws 
seems greatly superfluous and = un- 
called for. And further, as stated in 
the resuvlution of the Supervisors, it 
repuses a lack of confidence in our 
eHicers and their deputies. 

The presence of members of the 
State constabulary in any community 
that is sufficiently offvered for the 
enforcement of the criminal laws, 
imposes a double exeeutive force and 
in consequence added expense to the 
tax payers of the state. 

The State police have been large- 
ly active in combating bootlegging 
and the distilling of intoxicating liq- 
uors and the revords of the loci 
eourts will show that very few ar- 
rests have been made for such vivla- 
tions by others than members of the 
State police. We believe that the 
stand taken by the Supervisors that 
the establishment of the State Con- 
stabulary is “reposing a lack of con- 
fidence and faith in the local officers 
and their deputies” is well taken. 

It must be clearly apparent even 
to the casual observer that there 
have Leen gross Violations of the 
prohibition laws in Crawford county, 
and that this condition has existed 
for more than a year past, which 
fact would reveal that there has been 
either a lack of diligence on the part 
of the iucal eSeeutive officers in nut 
bringing some of the offenders to 
justice or that such officers are Jack- 
ing in efficiency. 

In entering upon the duties of an 
executive officer that person he 
take an oath pledging his faith 
ness to duty and if he neglects sueh 
duty he is violating his oath. We 
have personally from a former depa‘y 
sheriff? the statement that he knew 
places Where whiskey stills were op- 
perating and that if he was sheriff of 
the county it wouldn't take him leng 
to round them up We reniied to 
him that he had authority as deputy 
sherif to make any arrests. and he 
retorted by saying that without such 
orders from his superior officer that 
he did not consider it his duty to do 
SO. 

Of course we did not believe any- 
thing of the sort, and to us it appear- 
ed us an evasion of his duty as an of- 
ficer. 

Recently a certain person was ar- 


rested for transporting, having in 
possession and selling intoxicating 
liquor. One of our local officers had 


been watehing the party for some 
time and when he knew that he “had 
the/poouds” on his man he went to 
WHere a State police was lodging and 
called him out in the middle of the 
night to make the arrest. We have 
often wondered WHY it was neces- 
sary to cali in the State police, and 
sv. if he was afraid of his man or 
that he needed help, that he did not 
call the. sheriff instead? | Are the 
State police a necessity in this and 
other communities? We believe that 
depends upon the efficiency and effort 
made by the local officers of the law. 

There seems to be plenty of evi- 
dence of criminal violations; at least 
t seems so to most private citizens, 
and there is nothing to prevent any- 
ene from doing a little detective 
werk and find the violators. But we 
have hired officers to do that for us. 
We pay them a salary for this work

Think of that. No head to it. 
When one does think of it he has to 
admit that county government seems 
to be a sort of hap-hazard proposition 
all along the line. It grows out of an 
accidental or geographical political 


division, which is first established 
and a so-called “system of govern. 
ment” added afterward. We would 


not suggest for a moment that the 
present system is an absolute failure. 
or so decidedly ineffective or viclous 
that its perpetration is a public scan- 
dal. Not at all. We are prepared 
to state, and present rather convine- 
ing proof, too, thut counties as now 
run are poorly run as compared to 
the manner in which they might and 
should be run, that the present 
scheme of county government is ac- 
complishing less at a considerably 
Breater expense than might be, and 
that until there is an effectively cen- 
tralized plan of county government 
in operation here in Michigan, the 
state will be worse off in a highly im- 
portant governmental aspect than it 
should be.

Lansing — The proposed amend- 
ment to permit counties to re 
organize their government will prob- 
ably be submitted to the voters be 
cause most of the talk about the leg- 
isljature this session is regarding 
economy. The reorganization of state 
government to cut out a lot of unnec- 
essary jobs is showing the members 
of the legislature how much waste 
there really is in government and is 
creating 4 -keen appetite for con- 
structive legislation that will belp to 


bring about more real results for ev- 
ery dollar of tax money. 

This is helping the movement for 
county home rule, which is impossible 
at the present time without amend- 
ment to the state constitution. No- 
body seems to dispute the fact that 
their county could save thousands of 
dollars to the taxpayers by combin- 
ing some of its offices,‘ cutting out 
others and getting down to business. 
Every ddy new things are happening 
to increase this talk. 

A number of the heads of supervis- 
ors have already adopted resolutions 
supporting the movement and this is 
especially true of counties where the 
towns or cities have commission form 
of government in successful opera- 
tion. This agitation comes from all 
parts of the state from such counties 


and others. 

Comparisons of purchases made by 
the County of Kent. last year with 
prices paid by the purchasing depart- 
ment of the commission government 
in Grand Rapids showed that the 
county paid at an average of 31.54 per 
cent more for everything that it pur- 
chased.

’ THE ROMANCE OF WORDS 


“DOUGHBOY.” 


Fo atl the nimes applied to 
O the American soldier during 
the world war—"Yaak," “Saim- 
my," “Buddy” and the Wke—the 
only. one which stood wp under 
the strain was “deughhoy.” 

Probably they didu’t know it, 
but the reason that the men of 
the A. E. F. accepted the term 
und answered to it without hes- 
ttation, Is because doughboy 1s 
the oldest of stang words for 
American  infantrymen: doting 
back to the days of the Kevolu- 
tion. At this thne, following 
the custom of the British army, 
each man of the Colonial ariny 
was served with three or four 
cakes of bread a day—-four and 
water, nsually underbaked. 
These cakes were known as 
“doughboys” and, before the erd 
of the war, the men toe whom 
they were served were culled by 
the same naine. 

During the Civil war the ap- 
pellation was revived—partly on 
account of the way jn which tt 
had been used during the Rev- 
olution and alse because of the 
manner in which the large brass 
buttons of the Infantrymen were 


ridiculed. "They're as big) as 
hoiled dumplings or dough 
eakes," stated. one eritie, and 


the name “doughboy” stuck—to 
be again resurrected when the 
American forces eressed the At- 
Tantic.

“In many respects the man inter- 
esfed and attracted me in spite of all 


my natural motives for dislike,” con- 
tinues the writer, Ion Perdicarts, 
“Raisull was at once so gracious and 
dignified, not to us only, but to his 
own wild adherents, who evidently 
idolized their chieftain, whose posi- 
tlon among them seemed that of the 
head of a Highland clan in the olden 
times. 
* “He was quick to see the humorous 
nspect of a situation, while his repar- 
tee -was as immediate and to the point 
as though he had been born In Couaty 
Galway. itself. In fact I discovered 
tq my consternation that I was begin- 
ning to ifke the man In spite of my 
natural resentment. I found myself 
unconsctously accepting his contention 
that he was not a mere brigand or cat- 
tle-lifter, but a patriot struggling to 
rescue his Berber followers from the 
tyranny of the corrupt shereeflan offi- 
cials, ils charm of voice, the nat- 
ural polée and dignity of hig manner, 
his self-control under provocation, all 
betrayed a superior character.

KIACHOW: THE FIUME 
OF CHINA 


Kiachow, China, was seized by Ger- 
tSOT and captured by the 


World war in 1914. Its permanent 
disposition has heen the subject of 
wide disenssion, especially in she Cni- 


ted States because of our historic 
friendship with both China and. Ja- 
pan. Now dispatches state that a 


Fnypunese representative at the first 
meeting of the League of Nations an- 
nounced that his country is ready to 
prepare for the transfer of this  ter- 
ritory back ta China. 

Following the turder of two Ger- 
wan missionaries ta WOT, Germany 
employed her retaliatory seizure of 
Nischow as a means of obtaining an 
indemnity and a year leuse oon 
Tsingtau and the bay of Kiachow. she 


; eave the name of gXinchow to the en- 


tire Germain concession, which is not 
te be confused with the nearby elty 
of the same name. The concession {n- 
cludes the German-built city of Tsing- 
outlying towns, und the 
whieh has a narrow outlet ita the Yot- 
low sen on the west coast of the prey- 
ines of Shantuny. 

Tsingtau illustrates aptly Germang’s 
pre-war methods of getting a foretgn 
foothold in anticipation of her dream 
of world domination. The setting of 
this effort tay in a province conspicu- 
ous in Chinese history for 4.000 years, 
and revealing traces of pre-Chinese 
inhahitants. For Shantung was the 
birthplace and teaching field both of 
Confucius and Mencius, There also 
the Boxer movement first was directed 
agninat forelgners. 

But the harbor of Kiachow, appar- 
ently, interested the Germans more 
than history. It is considered one of 
the best along the Chinese coust, and 
to have a stronger natural defense 
than Port Arthur. 

Back of the elty rise hills as high 
as 1,000 feet and a range 600 feet 
high dominates the harbor. This range 
was utilized by the Germans for forts 
where they mounted powerful Krupp 
guns, commanding every point of land 
and sea approach. When the Germans 
completed their defenses Tsingtau was 
considered: one of the most strongly 
fortified ports on the globe. 

All this protection was not to be 
afforded a fishing village and a none 
too busy harbor. Natives were per- 
suaded to move, and. the lesgors bullt 
a typical German city on the site of 
Tsingtau. They also renamed thts 
eity, calllng it Ching-tao, but the older 
name elung to It. 

Streets were tald out, and given 
German names, German banks, Ger- 
mun Industries, including breweries 
and German hotels were established. 
No other postoffice than the German 
one was permitted to handle foreign 
mail, : 

Germany not only obtained indemni- 
ties and the 193 square mules area 
and bay described, but mining and 
railway concessions. Shantung has 
fertile, well cultivated lands, coal: 
fletds, deposits of fron, gold and other 
metals, and small dfamonds are found. 
‘A railway was built to Chinanfu, con- 
necting with Important {oland lines,

Bokhara, dusty and tawny In tone, 
{8 fevertheless a colorful city because 
of the striking costumes of the male 
(Inhabitants. The women, clad in som- 
ber tones und hiding their faces be 
hind horsehair veils which resemble 
window screening, avall themselves of 
a protective coloration which enables 
them to move like shadows about the 
uncient city. But the Bokhura mate, 
be he Usbeg, Sart, Persian, ur Tajik, 
utilizes all the colors and (ints of the 
solar spectrum in his costume, 

Bokhara ig an importgnt religious 
center. It has 364 mosques. With a 
pragticaly unkaown railway running 
south to the Afghan frontier, its lo- 
cation in the midst of Central Asia 
gives it a strategic importance that 
ds Httle appreciated. 

The Khanate of Bokharn has an 
area about equal to that of Utah, but- 
with four times the population. Since 
the outbrenk of the war, its fortunes 
have varied. Part of the time it hus 
been an Independent khanate, showing 
its prerogative by taking up the rails 
of the Trans-Caspian raliway whieh 
passed through its territory. Several 
times it has been under the control of 
the Botshevik forces. The Amir had a 
picturesque army of about 11,4) sol- 
diers, many of whom  cirelessly 
lounged along the stone passageway 
Which leads up to the Ark, or castle, 

On this inctine, in front, of the royal 
residence, formerly there was enacted 
every friday morning a ceremony in- 
pressive in its dignity and dazzling 
in its color effects. Hundrtds of sol- 
emn mullahs, clad in bright silk robes 
of stick cundy stripes ‘or gorgeous gol- 
den suns on purple fields, belted with | 
silver, and with buckles as large ag | 
salad plates, gathered here in Impres- 
sive rows, each with a priceless prayer 
rug beneath his feet. 

These were not the dashing types 
which once made Mohammedanisin a 
power frum Mecca to Gibraltar but 
the ceremonialists whose religion is 
a thing of dignity and prosperity, 
founded on trade rather than a tife 
in the saddle. In unison they bow 
low so that only broad backs can be 
seen, but a moment later all are erect 
with their spotless white turbans the 
Most prominent ferture in a scene so 
colorful that only an Oriental sun 
could harmonize it. 

Bokhara is architecturally unimpres- | 
sive but nowhere are there tore at- 
tractive Oriental bazaars. Brass- ; 
smiths vie with goldsmiths to add the 
glint of glowing metal te the -half 
light of the covered souks and there 
the makers of peculiar Bokhara caps 
display their brightly colored wares, ; 
the edges glistening with soft furs: 
from Siberia.

is a country of hills and valleys; of | 
ruin and sunshine; of large aud smail ; 
rivers. i 

A half dozen rivers may be erossed 
in one day. and while they are vsually 
narrow ad shallow, a few hours’ rain 
Will turn them into roaring torrents, 
absolutely impassable, A traveler may 
be held np for inany days by a stream 
that when he first crossed IC wis less 
thin three feet in depth. 

Honduras is sald to he the most 
backwerd of all the Centrat Atnerican 
republics, and she will remain so until 
railroads cross the country and the 
government becomes stuble. Then 
there will be great opportunites there 
for many, and Americans and Amert- 
cun Capital will always be welcome. 

The country {a just a liftle larger 
than the State of Pennsylvunia, yet It 
has a population of onty a little tore 
than half a million. It has the largest 
fer capita debt of any country on the 
face of the globe except. New Zealand 
—at least it had before the present 
European war upset all statistical con- 
Aitions. It owes $220 per capita. Most 
of this debt was created by toan-shark 
methods, however, for Honduras would 
agree to pay $10 to get one—or some 
such ridiculous proportion. 

The name of the country {fs said to 
be derived from a Spanish term mean- 
ing “depth.” the early explorers hav- 
ing found difficulty in striking water 
shallow enough for anchorage. They 
were so delighted when they reached 
the Nicaraguan shore nearby that they 
calied the hendland “Cape Gracias a 
Dios” (Cape Thanks to God), a name 
it still holds. 

As a rule, the night will be spent ta 
fn native house, sometimes little more 
than a hut, built of mud, thatched or 
roofed with tiles. One is apparently 
always welcome to the hest the house 
affords; but a hammock as part of the 
traveler's outfit is a necessity, for the 
beds of stretched bull-hide or canvas 
are usually fully occupied, if not by 
those at whose homes you are a guest, 
then by other residents greatly to be 
feared. 

Everybody sleeps in one room—men, 
women, and children together. Your 
hosts are curious, but politely so, 
watching you undress and get into 
your hammock, with a calm stare that 
must not be considered impertinent, 
for a white man {fs not an every-day 
visitor.

Morgan McDermott post of the legion 
at Tucson. Approximately $200 for 
the benefit of a welfare fund for pa- 
tients at the hospital was realized 
from the auction, each bidder being 
obliged to hand oyer the sum offered, 
irrespective of whether it was high 
enough to get the clothes. The bid 
of the Legion Post was $70. 

The attention of F. W, Galbraith, 
Jr., the legion’s national commander, 
was first attracted to the Tucson situ- 
ation after H. D. MacArtan, the public 
health service physician In charge of 
the hospital, had gone to Washington 
and reported that more than half of

ning, Co obtain justice for the derelicts 
coming back from the war and ap- 
pealed to all organizations and agen- 
cles to make a united stand for a 
square deal for those who offered 
thelr all to thefr country in time of 
need and have become victims of neg- 
lect, Inefficiency, red tape anf dere- 
liction of duty as their reward. 

The following evening a muss meet: 
tng was held {tn the Tueson armory, 
with Governor Campbell, Natlonal 
Vice Commander Winslett, State Com- 
mander Clingan and ‘James R. Dun- 
seath, a prominent Tucson lawyer and 
business man, as the principal speak- 
ers. An informal dance under the

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SPORT WITH .22 RIFLE. 


A great many people own .22 cali- 
ber rifles of various kinds from the 
little single shots to the fancy engra- 
ved repeaters, who do not realize the 
amount of pleasure which can be had 
in an afternoon with such a rifle and 
a supply of .22 caliber cartridges. 

In a good many cases the rifle is 
purchased orginally for small game 
shooting, and when it isn’t the proper 


time of the year for such work the 
rifle remains forgotten in some out of 
the way corner. 

It way be that the ordinary form of 
taryet shooting does not appeal to you 
particularly, but shooting at a mark 
can be made very fascinating. , 

The possibilities along these lines 
depend to some extent upon whether 
the rifle is a repeater or a single shot, 
rapid fire shooting being impractical 
between shots. 

It is-well to be careful in selecting 
a place for your practice so that the 
spent bullets can do no possible harm. 

There are two kinds of shooting 
which you can do. One of them is to 
try quick work on stationary objects 
and the other is to shoot at objects 
thrown in the air or swinging on the 
end of a string. Naturally, if you 
have a friend with you who also has 
a rifle, it is much more interesting. 

To start with, try setting up four | 
or five small pieces of wood on the top 
edge of a board and see how quickly 
you can knock them down one after 
the other. This of course can only be 
done with a repeater, but a similar 
stunt with a single shot is to see how 
quickly you can knock one at a time 
down, starting with the rifle at your 
side, swinging up and firing rapidly.

MICHIGAN BEHIND TIMES IN 
- COUNTY GOVERNMENT FORM 


Under Present System Which Has Not 
Been Changed Since 1850, There 
1s Claimed To Be No Actual 
Responsible Head. 


Who are back of the proposals for 
reorganization of county government in 
Michigan, by a home rule plan? is 
there “an African in the woodpile;” 
or a “joker” ‘which should rouse the: 
fears of any considerable group of cit- 
izens in this commonwealth? Why is 
the idea advanced, and what {Is to be 
gained by its adoption? 

These .questions were submitted by 
a reporter at Lansing to members of! 
the state citizens’ committee who met 
here, and the following facts were 
outlined, - 


As a result of the great war taxes! 
have gone up, expenses have in-! 
creased, and a lot of unexpected bur- 
dens have fallen on the public. In the | 
interests of economy there have been! 
hundreds of moyements launched, in- 
cluding definite plans for modern! 
charters in cities, and now a project 
in Michigan, led by Goy. Groesbeck, 
to revamp departments of state gov-! 
ernment, so as to save millions of dol-! 
lars to the people. 

In the same connection, it is said, i 
there has risen a demand for re-or-| 
ganization of county government, in 
some counties, because the county 
system is recognized as behind the 
times, and full of duplication of activ- 
ities and financial wastes. By closer 
co-ordination of functions in admin- 
istration, it is argued, there may be 
secured more responsibility and less 
lost motion. 

In December, 1919, a score of men, ; 
some of them state officials, but all‘ 
with no selfish interest to serve spent ; 
a-day at Lansing and discussed the! 
conditions. In the discussion the fol- 
lowing facts became evident: 

Michigan ‘is behind the times in its 
county government. 

A majority of the states have; 
adopted modern forms of county goy-} 
ernment such as we have represent- 
ed by commission-manager form in! 
cities, F 

Michigan county government has} 
come down to us practically without | 
change since the constitution of 1850. 

There is no responsible “head” in- 
the county. 

The “head” of county government 
{s a board of supervisors of 24 to 48: 
or more members, meeting two to: 
four times a year, 

County officers are elected by the 
People and are not responsible to the: 
supervisors. There is no centralized | 
authority or responsibility. 

There is no requirement for cen- 
tralized purchases, or anyone whose 
duty it is really to audit the bills. 

County officials, being creatc’? by 
the constitution and governed by the 
legislature, are really a separate 
jurisdiction from the supervisors. 


County government so-called, is! 
not county self-government at all, 
but simply state government - of 
counties. 


As an outcome of that meeting, a 
committee was appointed to recom- 
mend a program to bring about % 
sirable changes-in the form of coun- 
ty government, This committee con- 
sisted of Robert T, Crane, Professor 
of Politica of the University of Mich- 
igan; Elvin Swarthout, Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, for many years a member 
of the Committee on County Govern. 
ment of the National Municipal 
League; State Representative Orville 
E. Atwood of Newaygo, and C. Roy 
Hatten of the Grand Rapids Citizena 
League, secretary of the Commit- 
tee. 

It soon became evident to the com- 
mittee that the problems of all coun- 
ties were not the same, and that no 
county which desired improvement 
should not be prevented from taking 
action because other counties were 
not awake to the need. The cominit- 
tee therefore, decided to ask the next 
legislature to submit to vote of the 
people, a constitutional amendment 
which would make possible a subse- 
quent legislative enabling act where- 
by the peopie of any county could vote 
to change their form of government. 
To adopt this amendment it is neces- 
sary to have a majority vote of the 
people .of the state and before any 
county can be affected at all by this 
amendment it is necessary to have 
Q& majority vote of the people of that 
county. . 


“The average American citizen 
knows less about the government. of 
his county than about any other pub- 
lic matter which merits his attention. 
This is owing to the fact that county 
government, so-called, {s not county 
self-government at all, but simply 
state governmem of counties, “No 
man can be expected easily to become 
intimate with a government, the 
source of which is far away, even 
though it prescribe a system local in 
its application.” tom 2:
